MSU Grid Star Thrown For Loss 


EAST LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Star Michigan Stale University 


quarterback Charlie Raggett has been ordered to return a $5,900 
new car he got under an unusual loan arrangement, the Lansing 
State Journal was to report in today's editions. The Journal quotes 
MSU President Clifton Wharton as saying Baggetl was ordered to 
bring the car back to a Mason, Mich., dealership after school of- 
ficials looked into the loan arrangement. Wharton called the loan 


; "a possible violation of NCAA regulations," in a letter to Warren 
• Brown, assistant director of the National Collegiate Athletic As- 
: sociation. The State Journal said it obtained a copy of the letter. 
; 
"As soon as the university became aware... we took immediate 


steps to correct the situation. The matter was thoroughly irives- 


: tigated by university officials and on May 9 Baggett returned the 


car to the dealer and cancelled the transaction," Wharton wrote. 
Baggett, a senior next fall, bought the 1875 Buk* for £.898 in 


April under a delayed financing arrangement. The plan allowed 
him to defer making any payments until next football season. He 
lost the 1259 downpayment plus license and title charges when he 
brought the car back, the Journal said. 


The car was purchased from Russ Kelly, an MSU running back 


in the 1950s and owner of Russ Kelly Buick in Mason. John 
Demmer, a Lansing industrialist and well-known booster of MSU 
football, cosigned the note as the guarantor of the automobile, the 
Journal reported: The paper said Demmer has employed Baggett 
summers in his tool and die plant. The disclosure of the delayed 
purchase arrangement came as the NCAA probed MSU recruiting 
practices. An NCAA official earlier refused to say if the car 
purchase was part of the probe. But he called the loan 
arrangement a "gray area." 


DA Thinks Newly 6Sane' Gunman 
May Blow Off Another Cop's Head 


PONTIAC, Mich. (AP) — A Troy man acquitted on grounds 


of insanity in the April, 1972, wounding of a policeman is free 
today. Two of four psychiatrists told a probate court hearing 
Monday that Arthur G. Dufraine, Jr., 20, no longer was men- 
tally ill. A third said he was mentally ill but no longer 
dangerous and the fourth said he was still a danger to society. 
Visiting Judge Philip A. Mitchell sitting in Oakland County 
Probate Court ruled Dufraine no longer needs treatment and 
that he should be released from the State Center for Forensic 
Psychiatry in Ypsilanti. Dufraine was accused of wounding 
Troy policeman William Tullock and two passersby with 
gunshots fired from his home.-' 


Oakland County Prosecutor L. Brooks Patterson said after 


the decision, "We will study the case for possible appeal. "We 
will have to decide whether Dufraine's or some other case will 
put us in the best posture to go to the Supreme Court to at- 
tempt a reversal of the earlier ruling." The prosecutor added, 
"It disturbs me that someone like that is on the streets. If he" 
turns around and Wows the head off a cop, we will have a lot of 
apologies from the Supreme Court and state mental health 
people but by then it will be too late." Dufraine's hearing was 
in line with a Michigan Supreme Court decision last fall which 
held that persons acquitted of criminal charges on insanity 
grounds are entitled to a separate civil hearing before they can 
be committed to a state institution. Dufraine said he will live 
in the Ann Arbor area following his release today.

miles from a small rock island, 
Poulo Wai, in the Gulf of 
Thailand, had been moved to 
the island of Koh Tang, some 30 
miles from the Cambodian 
coast, under escort of two Cam- 
bodian gunboats.

Milliken Signs Guarantee 
For Malpractice Insurance

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - A 


measure guaranteeing medical 
malpractice insurance to every 
physician in Michigan begin- 
ning next month was signed 
Monday 
by 
Gov.

Milliken. 


Milliken also signed a com- 


panion bill requiring insurance 
companies to report pertinent 
malpractice information. They 


are the first two measures 
dealing with the malpractice 
crisis to clear the legislature. 


The legislation establishes a 


fund to provide insurance to 
doctors who cannot get it el- 
sewhere. The doctor would pay 
premiums to the fund, which 
wxxild be used to cover awards 
and settlements from malprac- 
tice suits. 


The plan is designed as a 


stop-gap measure to avert a 


large-scale exodus of doctors 
from Michigan because they 
cannot get malpractice in- 
surance. 


Shelby Mutual Insurance Co. 


of Ohio, which insures about 
2,000 Michigan doctors, says it 
will not renew malpractice 
policies after June 1. 


Many doctors have said they 


will not be able to practice 
because of high prices or 
unavailability of insurance.

•FLOATING LANDSCAPE* 


Editor, 


Large rivers in tropical lands 


often have backwater areas 
where masses of debris collect 
to form floating extensions of 
the bank. Small land creatures 
commonly take up permanent 
residence on the floating mass. 
Even when the mass eventually 
separates from shore, as it must 
in the rising waters of the rainy 
season, the inhabitants on it can 
continue living a relatively nor- 
mal life as .long', as the familiar 
landmarks of their little world 
hold together. Anxiety probably 
sets in though, as the faster

for anxiety now. We've been 
living way out on the edge of a 
floating. landscape, .largely 
deluded into thinking it was 
solid earth. The worst of it is 
that even the architects of the 
artificial landscape seem to be 
unaware of the depth of water or 
the strength of current moving 
beneath 
the constructions. 


Those constructions can be 
generally referred to as projec- 
tions of the "Liberal" mind. 
The "Liberal" mind can ap- 
parently turn away from a dis- 
cordant gap in the artificial 
landscape as if the gap weren't 
even there. Just one example is 
the totally absurd request for a 
time of healing as we help 
execute the Cambodians.

He will describe the 
basic problem and' also the 
prognosis (outlook). 


Chronic pancreatitis is an in-

Court of Appeals today. 


In an appeal of a lower court 


ruling, the Detroit Police Of- 
ficers Association argued thai 
the city must follow seniority in 
the planned layoff of 825 police 
officers. 


U.S. 
District Judge Ralph 


Freeman 
of Detroit 
ruled 


Friday that the city cannot lay 
off recently hired black and 
women police officers who are 
paid through a federal affirma- 
tive action grant. 


Meanwhile, Freeman said the 


city on furlough on a seniority 
basis, police officers paid with 
city funds. 


Many of the 550 officers who 


could face layoffs have more 
seniority than those hired under 
the affirmative action program, 
sparking angry DPOA protests. 


City labor officials and DPOA 


representatives met Monday, 
fueling hopes for a negotiated 
settlement to the dispute. 


"The parties appear to be 


inclined to discuss alternative to 
the layoff, even though we have

breakthrough at this point," 
said Mark Ulicny, director of 
labor relations for the city. 


The DPOA argued before 


Freeman that its contract with 


the city includes a "last hired, 
first fired" clause that protects 
the jobs of officers with more 
experience than some of those 
working under the affirmative 
action grant. 


Following Freeman's ruling 


last Friday, several hundred 
angry off-duty wiiite policemen 
demonstrated in front of the 
U.S. Courthouse.

"We 
must continue the fight until we 
do away with forced busing." 


At the same time it declined 


to review the Kalamazoo school 
case, the Supreme Court also 
announced it would not hear an 
appeal of a similar ease from 
Boston, Mass. 


The Boston case involves a 


federal district court finding 
that the Boston School Commit- 
tee had deliberately operated a~ 
segregated school system. The 
order, subsequently upheld by a 
federal appellate court, will put 
into effect a busing program 
next fall, increasing the number 
of pupils to be bused from 17,000 
to 21,000. It will require for the 
first time the busing of about 
12.000 pupils in elementary 
grades.

ing a "comprehensive me- 
tropolitan area plan" for public 
housing in Chicago and its 
suburbs. 


The government appealed the 


lower - court decision. Govern- 
ment lawyers said it would sub- 
ject suburbs that approved new 
public housing to the nsk of be- 
ing required to offer H to ghetto 
residents as well as to their own 
needy. 


The Department of Housing 


and Urban Development said 
this would discourage 
the 


development of needed sub- 
sidized housing in suburban 
communities. 


The government agency also 


said the decision, announced in 
August by the U.S. Circuit Court 
in Chicago, is out of line with a 
Supreme Court ruling involving 
cross - district school busing. 


Attorneys representing black 


residents of Chicago said this 
misses the point since nothing 
like court - ordered busing 
would be involved. The housing 
projects would be occupied only 
by those who voluntarily applied 
to live in them. 


"This court has not hesitated 


to make it clear.that it is an 
appropriate element of a school 
desegregation decree to sec to it 
that future school buildings are 
so located that they do not 
perpetuate segregation," they 
told the court.

BUCHANAN.- Voters in the Buchanan school district will be 


asked to renew 17 mills of a 17^-mill property, tax levy for school 
operations in the June 9 school election. 


The school board voted to seek the reduced levy during a special 


session last night.

While lower than the levy which expired with the last tax 


collections, school officials said the 17 mills would raise more local 
tax revenue than the previous one. 


Norman Kreager, assistant superintendent, said the boost would 


stem from a jump in taxable property value, known as state 


equalized valuatMn (SEV). The 1975 SEV is tq be $77.6 million, he 
said: It was Sffl.il million in 1974. 
, 


The SEV juump, according td'Krcager, meant that the 17 mills 


would produce 11,906,615, while the 17%-mill rate produced 
$1,545,739 on'last year's SEV. 


The revenue is raised by applying or multiplying the SEV by the 


tax rate. 


Kreager said the local revenue gain would amount to 186,183, 


because of a state formula reducing a district's state aid income as 
its local,income increases. The loss would total $274,695,.he said. 


In connection with 1975 millage; the board announced that the 


debt retirement levy would be reduced from last year's 3.25 mills 
to 2 64. 


With the debt levy reduction, the district's tax rate for 1975 


would be 28.017 mills overall, if the 17-mill renewal package is 
approved. .. ' •

The board released a statement signed by President David 


Hanson stating that a one-year, moratorium on capital 
improvements had been declared by the board and this year's es- 
timated school operating budget of $2.8 million was pared to the 
bone. Last year's operating budget was $2,740,000, Kreager said.

Is New Shot 
Style Illegal? 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Parry O'Brien, the man who 


revolutionized the shot put in the early 1950s, says the latest 
method of throwing the iron ball obviously has some merit. 
But be suspects Brian CHdfield is throwing illegally. 


The popular O'Brien, who won two gold medals and eight 


national titles in the shot, said he was amazed at Oldfield's 
throw of 75 feet last Saturday in a pro meet at El Paso, Tex. 
OldfieW uses a discus-turn method of throwing. 


"The first thing I noticed is that he's fouling," said 


O'Brien. "As you pivot in the discus turn, I believe if my 
eyesight is in shape — and at 43 I hope it is — it looks like 
the ball of his left foot is touching the ring of the circle, 
which is illegal.

Wharton ijnposcd silence on university staff, but news items 
have reported several players used a credit card belonging 
to an MSU backer. 


One player now at another school claimed Spartan coach 


Howard Weyers gave him money. Some have claimed the 
violations alleged in those reports are only "the tip of the 
iceberg." 


Several freshmen athletes hare said Ohio State University 


• football \coacti Woody Hayes told them he would press 
recruiting Violation charges against MSU if no one else did. 
Hayes, whose Buckeyes were upset last season by MSU. has 
refused to comment on Ihe reports, and in fact has been

Commercial chub fishermen facing a possible death sentence 


under Department of Natural Resources rules have been granted 
a reprieve by GOT: Milliken. 


MiUiken has rated that the Lake Michigan netters, including 


SI. Joseph's Lloyd Moilhagcn Jr. and Jake'Schulz, must be 
allowed to continue their operations until compensation for loss 
of livelihood is provided. 


'MiUiken is including a J1.5 million compensation request in 


the budget tor the upcoming fiscal \car, but that proposal is at 
the mercy of the legislature'— it turned down a similiar motion 
for the current year. 


But recent developments don't mean netting of chubs — a 


species the DNR believes could be wiped out with continued 
widespread harvesting — will continue indefinitely,: . 


If the legislature doesn't give prompt action to the compen-, 


'sation request, some feel there's a good chance of MiUiken 
coming back with an executive order for.: a chub moratorium. 
Those anticipating thi j possibility, feel such a move would put 
pressure on the legislature to come up with the; money. 


The DNR, which supports compensations,(probably in an 


amount equal to one year's income), is continuing with its plans' 


•: for the chub ban. It must give fishermen a 3d days notice, so the 


original target date of June 1 is now. an impossibility. 
- 


Milliken's ruling also means that Michigan must at least 


temporarily back out of a four-state agreement oh* Lake- 
Michigan chubs. Indiana, Illinois and Wisconsin are also in on 
the pact which is designed to rebuild depleted chub stocks, 
hopefully to the point where commercial catches arc feasible. 


Under the agreement, the status of the chub population would 


be constantly monitored through "research permits" granted a 
limited number of commercial fishermen. The pact calls for 


• taking 120,000 pounds a year from Wisconsin water and 160,000 


Pounds from Michigan waters. Fi\e fishermen have already been 
assigned the permits in Michigan through a'drawing, and they 
: don't include Molhagen or Skhulz. 


Some close to the chub scene feel Milliken is boxed in. On one 


hand there the possibility of making a-costly environmental 
mistake by allowing the chub harvest to continue, while on the 
other there are the repercussions of putting men out of business 
in a profession which is often handed down from generation to 
generation. 


And there doesn't seem to be any easy way out.

; More American individuals and businesses filed bankruptcy 
'petitions in March than in any other month in history, the 
- government says. This reflects a steady increase in the number of 


'.• people unable to cope with inflation and recession. 
;. Over-all bankruptcy filings for fiscal 1975 are running 35 per 
-'cent higher than a year earlier and the number of financial 
- failures for the year (ha! ends June 3D could set a record. 
" March is the latest month for which figures are available. The 
'^statistics cover two kinds of bankruptcy filings: those by in- 
dividuals or businesses who ask the court to declare them 
.bankrupt and those by people or companies seeking relief from 
>their creditors while the)' work out a system of paying their bills. 
•;- The Administrative Office of the United Stales Courts, which 
".records the number of bankruptcy and relief petitions filed in 
/every federal judicial district, provided this update on Monday: 
; — There were 24,970 bankruptcy filings in March, 13 per cent or 
<2,839 more filings than in October, the previous single highest 
;month on record, and 42 per cent or 7,391 filings more than in 
«March 1974. 
" — The total number of bankruptcy filings for the first nine 
'Jmonths of fiscal 1975 was 1S1.655.35 per cent more than the 136.597 


filings in the first nine months of 1974. 
- — More people have been going broke each month. There were 
"20.081 bankruptcy filings in December. 21,264 in January, 21,763 in 
;Febniary and 24,970 in March. There was a similar pattern a year 
joarlier, but the rate of climb was less and the numbers involved 
*"were smaller. 


No breakdown was available on how many bankruptcy filings 


Xvere made by individuals and how many by businesses. But in 
fiscal 1974, only 11 per cent of all petitions were filed by 
•businesses. 


Officials have expressed concern that an unprecedented number 


of individuals and businesses will go bankrupt this fiscal year. The 
previous high was in 1967 when there were 208,329 bankruptcies. 
Officials said in December that if the latest rate of increase in 
filings continued, the fiscal 1975 total could reach 231,660. 


No later prediction was available. But it would take less than 


18.000 bankruptcies a month for the next three months to reach 
that 231.980 total and the current rate is well above that.

and rioted outside the main gate 
of one of the aircraft company's 
three engine assembly plants in 
Longueuil.

old strike at the plant.
